yesterday ready to testify, was under

Court at Raleigh. N. C., today and he 
was compelled to leave

night. 


Department of Justice Agent Robert- 
son deemed also important as a wit- 
ness by the government, was also not 
on hand and the assistant district at- 
,torney did not feel like going into tht 
. cases. with the case thus weakened. 
Judge McDowell granted the continu- 
>nce. The Snead case was also con- 
'tinued. 
Frazier is faced with three indict- 


ments charging the transportation in-

6tol?n motor vehicle and that section 
of the indictment alleging that he re- 
ceived and concealed cars stolen in- 
terstate is stricken off. Some of the 
attorneys who have been following the 
proceedings view this as a blow at the 
zovernment's case although this is de- 
nied by the aFi-i.~tant district attor- 


neys. It will be incumbent on the gov- 
ernment, however, to show that Fraz- 
ier and Snead either transported or 
caused to be transported from North 
Carolina to Danville the cars in ques- 
tion. Counsel for the two men appear 
to be elated over this development. 


Mr. Hogue was asked this morning 


whether or nqt the government would 
«tll! request the first trial of the .two 
accused men or 
whether the 
State 


court can 
take 
independent action. 


The Federal court meets in Danville 
twice a year, March and September. 
By today's action the cases are set 
now for next September. Snead and 
razier are bonded for appearance in 
the corporation court next May which 
is the* next criminal court. The ques- 
tion now is whether or not the State 
court will pass by the cases or take 
them up at the first opportunity. 


Judge McDov/ell yesterday in deal- 


ing with the question of jurisdiction, 
told the grand jury that the junior 
court must submit to the senior court. 
In other words the court in which ac- 
tion is first started has the right to 
carry on the case to completion before 
the other court acts. This would in- 
dicate that the State court cannot 
now act until after the Federal au- 
thoriies have finished with the cases. 


Mr. Hogue, however, pointed out 


that the offense charged in the State 
court is entirely 
different to that 


charged in the Federal court. 
The 


action In the United States court is 
for transporting stolen motor vehicles 
interstate. 
The 
indictment in 
the 


State court is for receiving and con- 
cealing (intrastate) stolen goods. The 
Assistant district 
attorney said that 


action could be taken properly in both 
courts. He Indicated that no matter 
what the action of the State court 
would be the cases -would remain o.n 
the Federal docket and that the ac- 
cused, would be tried at the first op- 
portunity "that they are available for 
trial. 
Early this afternoon Frazier was 


bonded in the sum of $3,000 for ap- 
pearance in court next September. 


The court placed the men identify- 


ing the cars alleged to have been stol- 
en "under personal recognizance to'he' 
back here at that term. 


This, however, does not release the 


cars to the alleged owners as the ma- 
chines are held in connection with 
the charges in the State court. Just 
what action the car owners will takt 
will be determined probably today. It 
is understood 
that 
the men 
from 


North Carolina are anxious to secure 
the use of the machines and do not 
w.sh to leave them here until May 
.ind be deprived of their use during 
that time. It is possible that actions 
in detiTv.iu may be brought to determ- 
'ine this point.

Another Show , 


Girl Victim Of 


Drug Smugglers 


V Another coincidence in connection 


ith the mysterious death of Mabel 


t)ixon in New York early in January, 
is the death of another former show 
girl of New York under similar cir- 
cumstances. She was Dorothy Ward- 
xvell and was taken suddenly ill after 
coming- from Montreal on an express 
train, dying in a short time from an 
overdose of narcotics. Her death is 
alleged to have revealed a ring of in- 
ternational drug smugglers as was 
also the case In the demise of the 
Danville girl: The following account 
taken from a New Hampshire news- 
paper, the home state of the girl, will 
be read with interest here owing to 
its similarity with the 
Dixon case, 


which is still being investigated in 
New York by a Danville attorney: 
"Death of Dorothy Wardwell, form- 


er show girl and native Kearsage, N. 
H., on a New York bound Montreal 
express has led to the disclosure of 
an international drug smuggling ring 
of large proportions, customs oiilcials 
believe Miss Wardwell died of an 
overdose of a narcotic and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Bruce, who accompanied her, 
was seriously ill when the train ar- 
rived in Ne%v York. She was said to 
have resided in Vermont.

Wardwell's death already has led to 
the dismissal of one United States 
customs employe suspected of being 
implicated in the smuggling plot, it 
was said. 


"The dismissed customs agent is 


alleged to have passed without in- 
spection trunks containing drugs and 
liquor.

longs to my brother and 1 have for- 
gotten .the key" was the password, 
customs"" officials say, which served to 
get trunks across the border

serve 10 years in the penitentiary for 
a 
brutal assault committed 
some 


months ago on R. R. Motley, a former 
Kinville merchant, who a year or so 
;ifio, moved to Greensboro to engage 
in 'business. Motley was 
assaulted 


with an iron bludgeon while he was 
alone in his store about to close up 
for the night. 
The following dispatch tells of the 


trial in Greensboro yesterday: 
"Following conviction by a jury in 


Guilford Superior court late yesterday 
afternoon, Will Simpson, a negro, who 
assaulted R. R- Motley, Greensboro 
nerchant, in his store last December, 
was fined 5500 by Judge B. F. Long 
ind was sentenced to serve 10 years 
at hard labor in the state peniten- 
tiary. 
Less than two hours of the 
court's time was consumed in the 
rial of the case. 
Mr. Motley, who lingered between 


life and death for several days in a 
local hospital. a«« the result of a blow 
on the head on the night of December 
27, 1921, was the first witness placed 
on the stand at the trial. He told the 
story of the attack made by Simpson 
and positively identified the negroes 
as hsi assailant. 
He testified that 


Simpson came into his store and pur- 
chased several articles. It was while 
he had his back turned to the negro 
that Simpson came behind him and 
landed him a blow on the head with a 
piece of iron. 
This instrument was 


exhibited in the court room. 
Mr. 


Mot'ey testified that Simpson struck 
him several times across the head be- 
fore he was 
knocked unconscious. 


After that he did not remember any- 
thing he said, and it was several days 
later while in the hospital that he re- 
gained consciousness. 
"Mrs. Motley, wife of the merchant, 


testified that she found her husband 
several hours after the assault and 
ihat he was unconscious. She told of

ment, and Lloyd George's political fu- 
ture is bound up In the decision thai 
the 
British people 
eventually will 


have to give. 
If the coalition minis- 


try, comprising conservatives and lib- 
erals, is compelled to dissolve by the 
force of public opinion, and if a new 
coalition 
becomes impossible. 
Lloyd 


George will have no place to go. His 
downfall as Premier -will be inevi- 
table. He can organize- a progressive 


j party, 
such as 
Theodore Roosex-elt 


did, 
but such an organization is no1 


ikely even to hold the balance of 
power in the House of Commons. 


Lloyd George is a liberal. 
But the 


official leader of the liberal party is 
Herbert Asquith. The liberals for 1 
most part are loyal, politically, to As- 
quith. Most of them are very bitter 
igainst Lloyd George, accusing him 
of using unfair tactics to overthrow 
Asquith as premier during the war 
when the Lloyd George coalition was 
formed. 
Mrs. Asquith. now lecturing 


in America, is one of the many who 
reflect the feeling felt by the liberals 
against Lloyd George. 


The conservative party doesn't wan 


to accept Lloyd George as its ne^ 
leader because the conservatives fear 
his radical views on domestic prob- 
lems. At the same time, the sagac 
•ous leaders 
of 
the 
conservatives 


know the present is not the time for 
reactionary programs. 
They realizi 


they cannot win power on a conserv 
ative platform, if the people decid" 
to Insist on-a return to party govern 
ment. 


Should V&' government 
he re 


stored, the L .tish labor party, with 
the support of 
th" liberals, 
would 


very likely command a majority h 
the House of Commons. That wouU 
mean heavy increases of taxation fo 
the rich, and legislative enactments

With Violating War Risk 
Insurance Act. 


Among the indictments returned 


by thfc federal grand jury in the 
United States court yesterday was one 
against J. D. Weatherman, a respect- 
ed citizen of Patrick county, a justice 
of the peace of that county and a man 
of some prominence. He is indicted 
on the charge of violating the War 
Risk Insurance Act, one of the feder- 
al statutes born of the war. Weather- 
man has not been apprehended and a 
capias has been issued for his appre- 
hension. 
He will doubtless present 


himself before the federal commis- 
sioner t.nd will give a bond for ap- 
pearance in the next term of court. 


The case is an unusual one and one 


of the very few alleged violations 
of the act in this section. Under the 
terms of this act, attorneys and others 
who give assistance to persons who 
ha vet to sign complicated papers in 
deriving insurance from the govern- 
ment, three dollars is the lee limit. 
Weatherman, who faces two counts, 
is declared in the indictment to have 
accepted a fee of J100 for his ser- 
vices. 
Witcher Goings, of Patrick, had 


been named beneficiary under the in- 
surance poHcy taken out by Montre- 
ville Goings, his brother, who, while 
fighting with Company "C," 317th In- 
fantry, was killed in action in France. 
Witcher Going, before he could re- 
ceive the money, had to sign papers 
and to conform with governmental 
"red tape,' 'puzzling to trose not 
versed in such docu r-en:s. t appears 
that he besought the services of Mr. 
Weatherman to fill out these papers. 
William H. Joyce, of Patrick, why is 
attorney lor the accused, states that 
his client did not accept a fee and on 
several occasions declined offers of 
financial reward made by Goings, 
who was grateful for the services ren- 
dered. 
After a lapse of time, how- 


ever, -Weatherman is said to have 
consented to accept as a "gift" 5100 
from the beneficiary of the will. It 
appears that 
the indictment was 


brought at the time when some civil 
litigation in which Weatherford is en- 
gaged was due for trial in Stuart.
